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NOTES AND NEWS 

The semi-annual meeting of the 
Bibliographical Society will be held 
in Chicago, December 30, 31. The 
present problems of the bibliography 
of science will be the subject of the 
first session. The discussion will be 
opened by Dr. Cyrus Adler, assistant 
secretary of the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion. The second session will be de- 
voted to an illustrated lecture by Mr. 
William Dana Orcutt of the Univer- 
sity Press, Cambridge, Massachusetts, 
entitled “ Printing as a Fine Art.” 

Mr. Charles Orr, Director of 
Schools, Cleveland, has in prepara- 
tion a bibliography of American edi- 
tions of Dickens. 

Dr. Edward Albert West, of New 
York City, is preparing a bibliography 
of English dictionaries printed in the 
United States. 


An index of the 33 volumes of the 
Proceedings of the National Confer- 
ence of Charities and connections, 
1874 to 1906, will be published about 
November 30. 

Professor E. L. Stevenson, of Rut- 
gers College, is now preparing a re- 
production of the Caneiro world 
map, 1502, from the unique manu- 
script original in the Bibliothéque 
Nationale. 

In the latest catalogue of Henry 
Stevens, Son & Stiles the original 
Waldsee-Miuller world maps of 1507 
and 1516 are advertised for sale. 
The price has been fixed by their 
owner, Prince Waldburg-Wolfegg- 
Waldsee at 1,250,000 marks, or 
$300,000. 

Mr. A. L. Voge has completed a 
catalogue of the J. Latimer Clark 
collection of works on electricity, 
presented by Dr. Schuyler S. Wheeler 
to the Institute of electrical engineers, 
New York City, in 1901. The 
catalogue is arranged chronologically. 
It will be published during the 
winter. 

Government appropriations for bib- 
liographical research for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1908, included 
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under the Smithsonian institution 
$5,000 for the preparation of the 
International catalogue of scientific 
literature. 

Dr. T. J. Riley, instructor in 
sociology in the University of Mis- 
souri, is preparing a bibliography of 
the literature of philanthropy which is 
to be published immediately, probably 
in one of the University of Missouri 
publications. 

At the meeting of the Interna- 
tional association of academies at 
Vienna in May the Belgian govern- 
ment announced its intention of subsi- 
dizing the scheme for an international 
bibliography of historical and philo- 
sophical subjects, and it is hoped 
that support will also be forthcoming 
from England and America. 

Professor F. N. Scott of the Uni- 
versity of Michigan is compiling a 
bibliography of journalism. It is his 
purpose to bring together the titles 
of books, pamphlets, and articles, in all 
languages, having permanent value. 
He is being assisted by Mr. R. H. 
Johnston of the Library of Congress. 

Mr. Henry O. Severance, librarian 
of the University of Missouri, is pre- 
paring the edition of the ‘* Guide to 
Periodicals” for 1908. He would 
consider it a favor if any librarian 
would send him any suggestions, cor- 
rections, or information intended to 
make the ‘¢ Guide ” more nearly accu- 
rate and complete. He would be glad 
to receive a copy of any bulletin and 
serial publication issued by any Amer- 
ican library so that the titles may be 
included in the next * Guide.” 


The Library of Congress will pub- 


lish during the coming winter a cata- 
logue of its full scores of dramatic - 
music, operas, pantomimes, etc., pre- 
pared by Mr. O. G. Sonneck, Chief 
of the Music Division. ‘The cata- 
logue will embrace about 1200 titles. 

Mr. Sonneck has also compiled for 
administrative purposes a list of all 
the books on music published before 
the year 1800, and has begun work 
on an index to articles on music in 
American magazines. 

The collection of European In- 
cunabula, made by General Rush C. 
Hawkins, was opened to the public 
in the AnnMary Brown Memorial, 
Providence, Rhode Island, in July. 
The collection numbers some 600 
volumes, representing nearly 200 
different presses of the first printers 
in European towns, and at present is 
in charge of Mr. Edward Turnbull. 
A catalogue of the collection, con- 
taining full collations of the books, 
history of the printers and the various 
presses, etc., has been commenced. 

The valuable historical material 
contained in the publications of uni- 
versities is liable to be lost sight of 
in the absence of any subject-index 
to this particular class of literature. 

Such an index must exist in the 
card catalogues of some universities. 
It would be a good work if one of 
them would furnish the matter to 
some of the publications which reach 
all libraries. It would not occupy 
more than a few pages. 

The publications of historical and 
scientific societies also need both a 
general and current bibliography. — 
WILLIAM BEER. 
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At a meeting at the Fifth Avenue 
Hotel, N. Y., June 27, the Lincoln 
Fellowship was organized by the elec- 
tion of the following officers: Presi- 
dent, Major William H. Lambert, of

Alonzo Rothschild, of East Foxboro, 
Mass., Mr. Judd Stewart, of New 
York, Mr. J. B. Oakleaf, of Moline, 
Tll., Mr. C. W. McLellan, of Cham- 
plain, N. Y., and General James 
Grant Wilson, of N. Y.; Secretary, 
Francis D. Tandy, of N. Y.; Treas- 
urer, Mr. Judd Stewart. 

The Lincoln Fellowship is an 
association of writers, publishers, col- 
lectors, and others especially inter- 
ested in the life, character, and fame 
of Abraham Lincoln. 

The papers and proceedings of the 
Ashville conference of the American 
Library Association, published as a 
Bulletin of the Association, contain 
among other things of interest an 
address on bibliography by Mr. An- 
drew Keogh, a paper entitled, ““ Some 
Bibliographical Aids to the Use of 
the Current Literature of Science,” 
by Mr. C. J. Barr, and a paper en- 
titled, “Some Bibliographical Notes 
on Historical Composition,” by Mr. 
W. E. Foster. 

The report presented to the Na- 
tional Association of State Libraries 
by the committee on a systematic 
bibliography of State Official litera- 
ture, Mr. George S. Godard, Chair- 
man, and the report to the American 
Association of law libraries by the 
Committee on indexing legal periodi- 


cals, Mr. F. W. Schenk, Chairman, 
are also of interest. 

The annual meeting of the Chi- 
cago Chapter of the Bibliographical 
Society was held in the Reading 
Room of the Chicago Historical 
Society on Saturday afternoon, April 
27,1907, at three o'clock. The 
meeting was called to order by Mr. 
Clement W. Andrews, acting as 
Chairman in the absence of Mr. 
Thompson, who, it was explained, 
was in Europe. The minutes of 
the last meeting were read by the 
Acting-Secretary, appointed in the 
absence of Miss Mabel Mcllvaine, 
and accepted; this was followed 
by the Acting Secretary-Treasurer’s 
reports. 

The next business was the Report 
of the Committee on a Union List 
of Bibliographies. On behalf of 
this Committee the chairman, Mr. 
Charles H. Brown, recommended 
that a joint committee be appointed 
with power to act, as _ follows: 
three members to be appointed by 
the Chairman of the Chicago Chap- 
ter to represent the Society, and one 
member by each library which is 
willing to co-operate in the work. 
The report was unanimously adopted. 

The Ashville meeting was dis- 
cussed generally, and Mr. Andrews 
was appointed to inquire what action 
had been taken by the national So- 
ciety in regard to publishing Miss 
Hammond’s bibliography of Chaucer. 

The report of the nominating com- 
mittee was then read, the following 
officers being chosen: Chairman, 
Mr. James Westfall Thompson; 
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Secretary-Treasurer, Miss Caroline 
M. Mcllvaine. The third member 
of the Committee will be appointed 
by the Chairman. ‘The meeting then 
adjourned. 

The special feature of the after- 
noon was a joint exhibit of books 
printed in Chicago before the great 
fire, the Chicago Public Library, 
The John Crerar Library, and the 
Chicago Historical Society being the 
contributors. The exhibit although 
not extensive was very creditable, 
ranging from the earliest known 
book, “Act to Incorporate the City 
of Chicago,” 1837, to the rare 
broadsides issued at the time of the 
fire.

Bulletin, no. 20 of the Card section 
of the Library of Congress, issued 


March 1, 1907, is devoted to a de- 
scription of the “Cards for books 
printed in America before 1801,” 
prepared by the Library of Congress, 
and a statement of the terms of sub- 
scription for the same. 


Mr. J. C. L. Clark, of Lancaster, 
Mass., has in preparation a memoir 
of Dr. Samuel Stearns of Aberdeen, 
(1740-1809), containing contribu- 
tions to the bibliography of American 
almanacs, the publications of Dr. 
Stearns, of Asa Houghton, his 
nephew, and of Edmund Freebetter. 


Professor W. H. Siebert, of the 
Department of European history in 
the Ohio State University, has in 
preparation a bibliography on the 
Loyalists in Canada. Professor 
Siebert spent several weeks of the 
summer vacation of 1906 in visit- 
ing Canadian libraries and archives 
in search of material. 


It is understood that the Louisiana 
Museum Commission will publish a 
list of Louisiana imprints. In the 
preparation of this the Commission 
has received considerable assistance 
from Mr. William Beer of the How- 
ard Memorial library. Mr. Phelps, 
State librarian, has contributed a cat- 
alogue of the publications of the State 
which are in the State library. 


The prospectus has been issued 
of “A calendar of Confederate 
papers, with a bibliography of some 
Confederate publications. Prelim- 
inary report of the Southern His- 
torical Manuscripts Commission. 
Prepared and edited under the direc- 
tion of the Confederate Memorial 
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literary Society, by Douglas South- 
all Freeman, some time fellow of 
Johns Hopkins University. Rich- 
mond, Va.: The Confederate Mu- 
seum. 1907.” The work is a 
calendar of the manuscripts and a 
catalogue of the Confederate pub- 
lications in the library of the 
Confederate Memorial Literary So- 
ciety. 

The Bureau of Historical Re- 
search of the Carnegie institution 
has succeeded in securing from a 
group of historical societies and in- 
terested individuals a guarantee fund 
sufficient to enable it to continue the 
“ Writings on American history.” 
The bibliography of the writings of 
the years 1904 and 1905 will not be 
prepared at present, but the bibliog- 
raphy of 1906 will be issued, it is 
thought, early in 1908. The vol- 
umes for 1907 and _ subsequent 
years will be published as soon as 
possible after the end of the calendar 
year. 

The Pennsylvania legislature, by 
an act approved June 13, 1907, 
appropriated $2,000 to be expended 
under the direction of the State li- 
brarian in carrying on the work of 
the Pennsylvania Federation of His- 
torical Societies in the collection of 
material for a complete bibliography 
of the state, and in the publication of 
lists thereof. In the prosecution 
of the plans of the Federation Mr. 
Tubbs has printed his bibliography 
of Tioga county, and, Mr. Sener 
has in preparation a bibliography of 
Lancaster county. 


The Exhibit of the Library of 


Congress at the Jamestown Exposi- 
tion contains several items which are 
of interest to bibliographers. 

Some of the rarest Virginiana in 
the Library of Congress are on exhi- 
bition including: Capt. John Smith’s 
A Mapof Virginia, &c.

Four sets of the catalogue cards 
thus far printed by the Library of 
Congress for books published in 
America before 1801 are exhibited — 
one set arranged by author, another 
by publisher, a third by place of 
publication, the fourth by date of 
publication. 

In the exhibit of printed cards 
there is included also a card shelf list 
of all works on bibliography which 
have been catalogued, with printed 
cards and sections from the “ Third 
Official”’ dictionary catalogue of the 
Library on “ Bibliography,” “ Libra- 
ries,” and related topics. 
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The Indiana bibliography is re- 
ported by Mr. Demarchus C. Brown, 
State librarian, to be in the following 
condition: Some fifteen libraries of 
the state have sent in lists of books 
and authors of material in their libra- 
ries and of books published by people 
of their communities. The colleges 
of the state have supplied hundreds of 
cards of books, pamphlets, and articles 
in newspapers reaching back to the 
early times of the state, and coming 
up to the present day. The State 
Library has made a list of the more 
distinctly literary books written by 
people in Indiana. 

In the collection of this material 
a standard size card has been used. 
On the back of the card appears the 
following :

PROCEEDINGS OF THE NINTH MEETING OF THE SOCIETY, 
HELD AT BRETTON WOODS, N. H., JULY 3, 1909 


The Council met on July 2, 1909; 
Messrs. Lane, Thwaites, Richard- 
son, Johnston, Josephson, and Han- 
son were present. It was voted to 
recommend to the Society the elec- 
tion as honorary members of M. 
Henri Harrisse and Sefior José 
Toribio Medina, nominated by Mr. 
G. P. Winship. The President ap- 
pointed as a committee to nominate 


officers of the Society for the en- 
suing year Messrs. Legler and Aus- 
ten and Miss Kroeger. 

The Society met on July 3, at 2 
p.m. After introductory remarks 
by President Lane a paper,! en- 
titled “Some Bibliographical puzzles 
in Elizabethan quarto plays,’ was 
read by Professor George P. Baker 
of Harvard University. Mr. G. W. 


1The papers by Messrs. Baker, Long, and Ford, and the remarks of G. W. 
Cole will be printed in the fourth volume of the Society’s Papers. 
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Cole and others took part in the dis- 
cussion that followed. A paper, en- 
titled “English dictionaries before 
Webster,” was read by Mr. Percy 
W. Long, of Springfield, Massachu- 
setts; one on “Calendaring of Man- 
uscripts’ by Mr. Worthington C. 
Ford, of the Massachusetts Histori- 
cal Society. The following paper 
on “Recent bibliographical progress 
in Italy” by Mr. A. Fanti, of the 
Library of Congress, was read by 
Mr. J. C. M. Hanson: 

“Italy has, in the past century, 
produced more than her share of 
bibliographies, as any one may see 
by a glance at the great collection 
of Ottino and Fumagalli, which re- 
cords over eight thousand titles. 
Perhaps that is the very reason why 
the new century has witnessed a 
period of stagnation in this field; 
and that is why I can bring you no 
record of achievement, but only a 
brief catalog of hopes and projects. 

“The most important of these 
projects is that of Prince Leone 
Caetani, who has undertaken a gen- 
eral bio-bibliography of Italian au- 
thors. The Societa Bibliografica 
Italiana planned such a work, but it 
fell through for lack of funds, after 
the publication of only the first part. 
In that regard the present venture 
bids fair to be successful, as Prince 
Caetani has a combination of money, 
skill and patience which should pro- 
duce results. 

“Other projects worth recording 
are: 

“(1) The publication by the Vit- 
torio Emanuele, of Rome, of a un- 
ion catalog of foreign accessions in 
Italian libraries from 1886 tv date, 
being a combination in one alphabet 


of the monthly bulletin issued since 
that date by this library. This is 
practically assured. 

“(2) The publication of a simi- 
lar list for Italian accessions by the 
Biblioteca Nazionale Centrale of 
Florence, also compiled from its bi- 
monthly bulletin and covering the 
same period. This is probable. 

“(3) <A ‘gesammt-katalog’ for 
Italian libraries, similar to that suc- 
cessfully carried out in Prussia. 
This is problematic. 

“Of other bibliographical ven- 
tures, on a small scale, there is a 
great number, but the recital of a 
bare list of these would hardly be 
justified under the circumstances. 

“Tf the bibliographical annals are 
meager, the record of library pro- 
gress is, on the other hand, far more 
vital and encouraging. Although 
there is a large number of libraries 
in Italy which are, nominally, free 
and public, they are, in reality, 
neither, being as a rule closed even- 
ings and Sundays and also limiting 
their lending privileges too strictly 
for popular use. As a result of 
growing popular dissatisfaction 
with these, a national congress was 
called in Rome, December 6-10, 
1908, to consider ways and means 
for democratizing and modernizing 
these institutions, and for library 
extension in general. Being a first 
congress, it was naturally broad and 
sketchy. A definite result accom- 
plished was the organization of a 
‘Federazione italiana delle biblio- 
teche popolari,’ which will aim to 
coordinate library activities through- 
out Italy; in this it has every pros- 
pect of success, for conditions in 
Italy are ripe for a great revival. 
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One item of possible interest for 
American libraries may be found in 
a resolution offered by Commenda- 
tore Biagi, to make available the 
many libraries of the dissolved mon- 
astic orders, now the property of 
the government and as a rule housed 
most inadequately and inaccessibly. 
The resolution included a recom- 
mendation to sell the duplicates, 
Comm. Biagi mentioning American 
libraries as possible purchasers.” 

Mr. W. Dawson Johnston: 

“The President has asked me to 
call attention to the more signifi- 
cant bibliographical events of the 
past year. I will mention only 
three: (1) The completion of 
the Church Catalogue, in my opin- 
ion, the most valuable catalogue of 
a private collection ever compiled 
in this country, of interest to mem- 
bers of this Society because we are 
either collectors ourselves or inter- 
ested in their work as it bears upon 
the development of public collec- 
tions. (2) The publication by the 
Virginia State Library of a biblio- 
graphy of colonial Virginia, the first 
systematic effort to prepare a rec- 
ord of local literature under official 
auspices. (3) The celebration in 
the Detroit Museum of Art, June 
8th, of the centenary of printing in 
the Northwest Territory. Such oc- 
casions as this afford opportunity 
for the collection of local literature, 
and will, I believe, come to be more 
and more widely observed by li- 
braries and kindred institutions.” 

On the recommendation of the 
Council, M. Henri Harrisse, Paris, 
and Sefior José Toribio Medina, 
Santiago de Chile, were elected hon- 
orary members of the Society. 


Mr. Roden presented the follow-

Mr. Winship, on behalf of the 
Committee on Americana, stated 
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that the Committee was watching 
the accumulation of material which 
will be useful to students of the ear- 
ly history of printing in America, 
but that it does not seem wise for 
the Society to take up active work 
in this line at the present moment. 
The indices to Mr. Evans’s “Amer- 
ican bibliography” are providing a 
very useful list of American print- 
ers and a guide to their work. The 
Library of Congress and The John 
Carter Brown Library are both col- 
lecting data, as well as books, which 
bear upon the subject. So long as 
Mr. Evans and these two libraries 
are carrying on their work satisfac- 
torily, it does not seem to the Com- 
mittee that it will be wise for the 
Society to take up actively the task 
of coordinating the material and 
making it more generally useful.” 

The following were elected offi- 
cers of the Society for the ensuing 
year: Mr. A. S. Root, Librarian 
of Oberlin College, President; Mr. 
W. W. Bishop, Library of Con- 
gress, Ist Vice President; Mr. W. 
Dawson Johnston, Librarian of Col- 
umbia University, 2d Vice Presi- 
dent; Mr. A. G. S. Josephson, The 
John Crerar Library, Chicago, Sec- 
retary; Mr. C. B. Roden, Chicago 
Public Library, Treasurer; Mr. 
Wilberforce Eames, New York 
Public Library, Librarian; Mr. J. 
C. M. Hanson was elected Councilor 
for four years. 

The Council met again later in 
the afternoon; Messrs. Bishop, 
Lane, Johnston, Hanson and Jo- 
sephson were present. It was de- 
cided to recommend to the Presi- 
dent that the chairmen of the two 
Committees on American colonial 


laws and on American colonial 
newspapers be made members of 
the Committee on Americana. It 
was further voted to appropriate 
$25.00 for clerical help to the Sec- 
retary and the Treasurer. 

Messrs. T. F. Nelson, Washing- 
ton, D. C., and W. H. Clemons, 
Princeton, N. J., were accepted as 
members of the Society. 


The following votes were taken 
by the Council by correspondence, 
under date of July 31: 

1. Elected as Librarian, to suc- 
ceed Mr. Wilberforce Eames, re- 
signed, Mr. W. N. C. Carlton, li- 
brarian of the Newberry Library. 

2. The incorporation of the So- 
ciety by special act of Congress was 
considered, the matter being de- 
ferrde to the winter meeting. 

3. Authority to accept new mem- 
bers was delegated to a Committee 
consisting of the Chairman of the 
Membership Committee, the Secre- 
tary, and the Treasurer. 

4. The Special Committee on 
Publication of the List of Incuna- 
bula was discontinued, and its func- 
tions transferred to the standing 
Publication Committee. 

5. It was decided, on recommen- 
dation of the Publication Commit- 
tee, that the Minutes of the Pro- 
ceedings and other official matter be 
henceforth printed in the Bulletin, 
making this a quarterly publication, 
and that, consequently, the title of 
the Proceedings and Papers be 
changed to Papers. 

6. It was decided to hold the 
coming winter meeting in New 
York City, in connection with the 
annual meeting of the American 
Historical Association. 
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THE BIBLIOLOGICAL SIDE OF CHARLES DARWIN 


The publication of a catalogue * 
of Darwin’s library reminds the 
bibliographer that while Charles 
Darwin had no respect for books as 
such, and recognized in them but 
useful tools, he nevertheless exer- 
cised, indirectly, a strong influence 
upon the fate of a few books that 
might otherwise remain in obscur- 
ity. Darwin’s disrespect of liter- 
ary documents indeed had reference 
only to the material side of the 
books he used. For their scientific 
and historical value he exhibited a 
keen regard. 


It is hardly possible that La- 
marck’s Philosophie zoologique,? 
the product of a scientific school 
diametrically opposed to Darwin’s 
mode of thinking, would have pre- 
vailed against the school of Cuvier, 
unless Darwin had extracted from 
it the grains of valid speculation it 
contains. Darwin was anything but 
a browser in literature, yet he, with- 
out being led astray by the old nat- 
ural philosophy, placed his finger 
upon the exact spot where the old 
principles link with the new. And 
Lamarck’s book was reissued re- 
peatedly, even as late as 1907. A 
similar statement may be made with 
reference to Erasmus Darwin's now 
famous Zoonomia3 The original 
edition is so scarce that it is lacking 


even in the library of the author’s 
famous grandson. 


Patrick Matthew's * book, On na- 
val timber and arboriculture, Edin- 
burgh, 1831, attained deserved im- 
portance after the publication of the 
Origin of Species, in that Matthews 
himself claimed that he had, a quar- 
ter of a century previously, con- 
ceived some ideas expressed by Dar- 
win and Wallace, using even the ex- 
pression “natural process of selec- 
tion among plants.” Similarly, the 
theory of descent is said to have 
been foreshadowed by Pritchard's 
Researches into the physical history 
of mankind. 

In the case of Chr. K. Sprengel’s§ 
Das entdeckte Geheimniss der Natur 
im Bau und in der Befruchtung der 
Blumen (1793), which Darwin first 
read on the advise of Robert Brown, 
not only a rediscovery but practical- 
ly a resuscitation, was effected. The 
investigations of Koelreuter and 
Sprengel, nay even their works, on 
the biology of floral organs, were 
entirely forgotten. Darwin’s work 
on flower biology received from 
both a strong impetus ; copies of the 
original editions rapidly disappeared 
from trade, and new editions were 
published. 

It may be considered doubtful if 
Malthus’s © Essay on the: principle

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of population (1838), and the last- 
ing value of this work as elucidat- 
ing the theory of the struggle for 
existence, would have attained its 
due historical importance, if Dar- 
win had not adduced it as evidence 
in support of his theories. 


The fate of these books, their sci- 
entific recognition, their increasing 
value for library purposes and in the 
book trade, — this is Darwin’s only, 
but conspicuous share in bibliology.

Members are asked to send the 
Committee any news items from the 
field of American bibliography that 
might come to their notice, espec- 
ially notes on bibliographies in 
course of preparation and titles of 
forthcoming publications. 


The Library of the Society has 
now been removed to the Newberry 
Library where it is being arranged. 

H. G. T. Cannons, Borough Li- 
brarian, Finsbury, London, has pre- 
pared an “Index to periodical liter- 
ature [in the English language] re- 
lating to library economy and biblio- 
graphy,” covering the period 1876- 
1908. Provided a sufficient number 
of copies are subscribed for, the In- 
dex will be printed by the (British) 
Library Association. The Index 
will make a volume of about 400 
pages, comprising over 13,000 titles 
from 35 publications, arranged un- 
der 1,650 subject headings. The 
subscription price is $1.50. Ameri- 
can orders should be sent to the 
author, under address: Public Li- 
brary, Skinner Street, London, E. 
C., England. The Proceedings and 
papers of the Bibliographical Socie- 
ty of America, as well as the Year- 
book of the Chicago Society, are in- 
cluded in the Index. 


A quarterly Dramatic Index, with 
annual cumulation, is announced to 
begin in volume 6 of the Bulletin of 
Bibliography, covering criticisms, 
records, synopses of plots, pictures 
of playwrights, actors and actresses, 
scenes from plays, etc., appearing in 
magazines most generally taken by 
libraries, such as Munsey’s, Every- 
body's, Harpers’ Weekly, Collier's, 
as well as in the imptorant maga- 
zines devoted to the stage, such as 
The Theatre and the Dramatic Mir- 
ror. 


The card index to bibliographical 
serials begun by the Bibliographical 
Society of Chicago will be taken up 
again under the auspices of the Am- 
erican Library Association Publish- 
ing Board; the index will be pre- 
pared by members of the staff of 
The John Crerar Library, under the 
editorship of A. G. S. Josephson. 


J. Christian Bay is reading proof 
on a work entitled “Bibliographies 
of botany: a contribution toward a 
Bibliotheca bibliographica”; it is a 
result of several years of labor, and 
was begun as a collection of material 
toward a continuation of Pritzel’s 
“Thesaurus literaturae botanicae.” 
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Mr. Bay is also at work on an index 
to Flora. 

The fourteenth instalment of R. 
A. Peddie’s index to Fifteenth cen- 
tury books, which is published in the 
Library World for September, ends 
with “Boccaccio.” 


At a staff meeting of The John 
Crerar Library in March, A. G. S. 
Josephson read a paper on “The in- 
cunabula in the Senn collection at 
The John Crerar Library,” which 
was afterward repeated before the 
Chicago chapter of the Bibliogra- 
phical Society of America. It was 
printed in The Journal of the Am- 
erican Medical Association for May 


Harry L. Koopman describes in 
the August Printing Art, under the 
title “An American printer’s Mec- 
ca,” the Rush C. Hawkins collec- 
tion of books from the first presses 
of the 15th century in the AnnMary 
Brown Memorial in Providence. 
Alfred W. Pollard of the British 
Museum, Hon. Secretary of The 
Bibliographical Society (London), 
has prepared a catalogue of the col- 
lection. Mr. Pollard came to Am- 
erica in April and spent seven weeks 
examining the Hawkins books and 
verifying his notes for the cata- 
logue. The volume, which is now 
being printed at The Clarendon 
Press, is expected to be published 
during the coming winter. The 
American members of The Biblio- 
graphical Society, resident in and 
about New York, gave Mr. Pollard 
a dinner at The University Club on 
Thursday evening, June 10. 

Mr. Koopman also contributes, 
to The Library for January, an art- 


icle on “Simplified spelling from 
the printers’ standpoint,” and to the 
July number of the Printing Art a 
couple of letters by Benjamin 
Franklin under the suggestive title 
“Franklin on improvement back- 
wards in printing.” “The writings 
of Benjamin Franklin pertaining to 
medicine and the medical profes- 
sion” is the title of an article by Dr. 
Theodore Diller, in The Aesculapian 
for March. 


Attention is called to the follow- 
ing articles on bibliographical meth- 
odology: “Some points in biblio- 
graphical descriptions,’ by Alfred 
W. Pollard and W. W. Greg, “De- 
gressive bibliography,” by F. Ma- 
dan, both printed in the Transac- 
tions of the Bibliographical Socie- 
ty, vol. 8, and “The arrangement 
of bibliographies,” by A. W. Pol- 
lard, in The Library for April. W. 
Jaggard’s “False dates in Shake- 
sperean quartos,” in the same num- 
ber of The Library, will interest 
members apropos of Professor Bak- 
er’s paper at the Bretton Woods 
meeting of our Society. 


The new cataloguing rules, pre- 
pared by committees of the Ameri- 
can and British Library Associa- 
tions, are subject for discussions by 
John Minto, a former secretary of 
the British Committee, in the Li- 
brary Association Record for July, 
and by W. C. Berwick Sayers in 
Library World for June. 


H. W. Wiley and C. Hart Mer- 
riam have been engaged in investi- 
gations on the quality of paper for 
the U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture. Their report has been pub- 
lished as Report No. 87 of the De- 
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partment under title “Durability 
and economy in papers for perman- 
ent records.” It includes paper 
specifications by F. P. Veitch. 


The reference lists on social sub- 
jects, prepared by W. D. P. Bliss 
of the Social Science Library Bu- 
reau in New York, under title “So- 
cial subjects—where is the informa- 
tion,’ are with the current year 
printed in the quarterly Current 
events index, issued by the Wiscon- 
sin Library Commission in Madi- 
son. 

Fedor von Zobeltitz has retired as 
editor of Zeitscrift fiir Biicher- 
freunde of which he has during 12 
years ably edited 24 large volumes. 
It was feared that the journal must 
be discontinued on account of the 
editor’s retirement, but he was able 
to find successors in Carl Schtidde- 
kopf and G. Witkowski who will 
edit the journal under the auspices 
of the Gesellschaft der Bibliophilen. 
The journal will henceforth be pub- 
lished by the firm of W. Drugulin 
in Lepzig whose head, Dr. Baensch- 
Drugulin, is member of that Socie- 
ty. The first number of the new 
series contains one article of rather 
actual interest: “Die Lwuftschiff- 
fahrten in der deutschen Litteratur. 
Ein bibliographischer Versuch,” by 
Jacob Minor. In the July number 
we find an article by our member, 
Dr. Konrad Haebler in Berlin: 
“Zur Typenkunde des XV. Jahr- 
hunderts,” in which he traces the 
history of the typological study of 
early printing. Another survey of 
recent researchin the history of 
15th century printing is Willen de 
Vreese’s “Over den tegenwoordigen 


stand der incunabelstudie en haar 
eischen voor de toekomst,” in Tijd- 
schrift vor boek- en bibliotheekwe- 
gen,” vol. 12, no. 3. 


Of Dr. Haebler’s “Typenreperto- 
rium der Wiegendrucke,” the first 
part of the third volume has been 
issued. Another important work on 
15th century printing is Otto Gin- 
ther’s union catalogue of incunabu- 
la in the libraries of Leipzig: “Die 
Wiegendrucke der Leipziger Samm- 
lungen und der MHerzoglichen 
Bibliothek zu Altenburg.” Like 
Voulliéme’s similar catalogue of the 
incunabula in the libraries of Berlin 
it forms an important “Vorstudie” 
to the general catalogue of incun- 
abula in German libraries. 

The Gesellschaft fiir Typenkunde 
des XV. Jahrhunderts has during 
the two years of its existence pub- 
lished 5 parts of its Verdffentlichun- 
gen, each consisting of 30 plates of 
facsimile reproductions from books 
printed before 1501. For each type 
represented a complete alphabet has 
been reproduced and in most cases 
each type is shown both in Latin 
and in the vernacular language. 
Each plate is provided with refer- 
ences to Hain, Proctor and other 
bibliographies, as well as with the 
Haebler M. The society issues also 
a series of Beitrige zur Inkunabel- 
kunde, each number of which con- 
sists of a typological study of some 
printer represented in the corre- 
sponding part of the Veréffentlich- 
ungen. Among the collaborators are 
Konrad Haebler, president of the 
society, H. O. Lange, Ernst Voul- 
liéme, and Isak Collijn in Uppsa- 
la, secretary and general editor. 
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The principles of selection of types 
are both typological and historico- 
geographical. ‘The first plates were 
mostly of North German and Scan- 
dinavian imprints, representing the 
researches of I. Collijn and H. O. 
Lange. The third part for 1908 
and the first part of 1909, soon to be 
published, are devoted to plates 
from Cologne imprints, edited by FE. 
Voulliéme. The annual fee, 25 Mk., 
is remarkably low. ‘The society de- 
serves more support than it at pres- 
ent enjoys; it has only 23 American 
members; our collectors of incuna- 
bula and the libraries having any 
considerable number of 15th century 
imprints, should join and secure the 
Society’s publications. 


The Syracuse Public Library has 
received a collection of four hun- 
dred and forty-seven volumes of 
manuscripts and early printed 
books, the gift of Mr. J. William 
Smith, president of the Board of 
Trustees of the Library. A large 
choir book, beautifully illuminated, 
and a Roman missal in Dutch dat- 
ing back to 900 are notable among 
the manuscripts. The incunabula 
includes a Bonaventura breviloqui- 
um printed in Strassburg in 1468; 
the Sermones de tempore et sanctis, 
in Reutlingen by Johann Otmar in 
1485; a Decretum Gratianii printed 
by Thomas de Blauis, 1486; a Mam- 
motrectus Marchesino, in Strass- 
burg by Johann Grininger, 1489, 
and a Petrarch printed in Cremona 
in 1492. Among those printed 
since 1500 are some fine specimens 
of the Froben, Plantin, Petri and 
Baskerville presses, with five Al- 
dines and eleven Elzevirs. 


AMERICANA 


The fifth volume of Charles Ev- 
ans’ “American bibliography” cov- 
ers the years 1774-1778, a period, as 
the author remarks in his preface, 
“distinctively political, in which the 
intellectual effort of the best minds 
in the Colonies sinks into the anony- 
mity of hazardous political discus- 
sion, or into the work of governing 
bodies engaged in the common in- 
terests of a people in a cause for a 
vital principle of government.” The 
record of these five years includes 
3,085 titles. 


The Essex Book and Print Club 
is a publishing society organized in 
Salem, Mass., for the purpose of 
“reprinting rare volumes relating to 
the history or the literature of Essex 
county, Massachusetts, the publica- 
tion of suitable unprinted material, 
and the reproduction of rare views, 
portraits and maps.” 

The Haverhill (Mass.) Public Li- 
brary has long made a specialty of 
collecting books rleating to Whit- 
tier. The collection is now being 
catalogued on cards, partially anno- 
tated. The library has also begun 
to prepare a catalogue of its spec- 
ial Haverhill collection consisting 
of books, pictures and maps about 
Haverhill, and books written by 
Haverhill authors and printed in 
Haverhill. The Free Public Libra- 
ry of Trenton, N. J., has recently 
issued a catalogue of its Trenton 
collection. 

The Biblioteca Nacional in Ha- 
vana has begun a monthly periodical 
entitled Revista de la Biblioteca 
Nacional, containing notes and bib- 
liographies of material in the Lji- 
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brary, as well as documents and let- 
ters from its collections. 

The Kansas City Public Library 
Quarterly for July contains an in- 
teresting collection of Missouri ma- 
terial under title “Notes from cur- 
rent periodicals 1814-1845.” The 
notes are grouped under the follow- 
ing headings: ‘Resources; Lead 
mines; Missouri River and towns; 
the Yellowstone Expedition; Santa 
Fe trade.” 

L. J. Burpee, F.R.G.S., is at 


work on a supplementary volume of 


the “Makers of Canada’’ series, 
which is to contain a complete ana- 
lytical index, a critical bibliography 
containing not only the series, but 
everything of importance bearing on 
related Canadian subjects, a Cana- 
dian biographical dictionary, and a 
series of short articles on topics not 
definitely covered in the series. Dr. 
A. S. Doughty of the Dominion Ar- 
chives is associated with Mr. Bur- 
pee in looking after the references 
to manuscript material.
